REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
agrees with most remarks in response to the most recent Office action on the merits, 
especially those comments with respect to the independently claimed hood structure 
and function and the independently claimed annular gap structure and function. The 
claimed hood covering the processes air inlet holes in the drum is not expressly, 
inherently, or suggested in any reasonable combination of the prior art references 
searched and exemplified by citation with this action. Also the claimed annular gap 
receiving a cooling air flow of ambient air from outside the process air conduit to cool 
the bearing is not expressly, inherently, or suggested in any reasonable combination of 
the prior art references searched and exemplified by citation with this action. For these 
reasons the application is found allowable over the prior art of record, subject to the 
multiple levels of review within the Office to insure the highest levels of quality and 
absolute allowability
